Sheriff Tells Benroth 
Where To Get Off 


WOULD STAGE STRIKERS 
PARADE 


When. J. R. Benroth, strike 
leader for the “Relief Workers 
Union” asked Sheriff Frank Ben- 
nett fur permission to stage 8 
strikers parade on the streets of 
Grayling on Tuesday, he was told 
that “It is the best thing for you 
to lay off and let the people work 
whe want tu do so. 

“Phe people elect me sheriff of 
this county to guard them ana 
their property rights and I’m go- 
ing to do so.” 

Sheriff Bennett said that if he 
(Benroth) tries ta make trouble 
for those whu want to work that 
ne «Ss all set for him. it he ena 
his chew want to come down here 
to make trouble we will take care 
of them. 

Continuing he said that the 
people whu want te werk will have 
our protection and we won't stand 
lor any intereference from Ben- 
roth or his crew. 

Replying Benroth said, accord. 
ing to Sheriif Bennett, that if you 
won't stand by us then he was go- 
ing to quit, and that he was go- 
‘ing to get to h--] out of here and 
go to Gladwin where he would get 
to work, and that he would | dis- 
pose of his sheep. 

This appears to be the culmina- 
tion of a strike staged by the ‘“Re- 
‘ief Workers Union of Crawfora 
County” starting on September 
20th when a demand was made 
upon the local and State Welfare 
administration for the following: 

1—A new welfare administrator. 

2—increased wages. 

3--Assurance that we will re- 
ceive our share of federa! 
commodities furnished this 
state. : 

Officers of the state welfare ad- 
ministration waited upon the 
strikers with the idea of coming to 
some satisfactory understanding. 
Francis Reagan, state field rep- 
resentative gave the men every Bs- 
gurance that an earnest effort 
would be made to satisfy the men 
and requested that they sneet 
him individually and relate their 
grievances. He held the first 
meeting at Frederic where he in- 
terviewed many of the strikers, 
and intended to de so in each 
township wrereever there was con- 
tention. However this did not go 
far b«f.re tne strike leaders re- 
fused to try to deal with Reagan 
and wired the state department to 
sond someone here with whom 
they could deal. They would meet 
him here the following Monday. 
and if they did not comply with 
the demands of the strike leaders 
that they would proceed to organ: 
ize ynions in the bordering coun- 
ties. 

While only a comparatively few 
of the county's welfare workers 
had joined up with the strikers, 
Mr. Reagan announced ai the time 
of the first meeting that he had 
called off all welfare work until 


such time as the matters could be! 
satisfactorily settled. According: . 


ly that stopped all welfare work in 


the county. The men were being 
paid 30c an hour in cash 

Apparently the state department 
declined to comply with the de- 
mands of Benroth and his leaders 
for they failed to have the desired 
representative here to act in 
place of Reagan. If organizations 
were formed in neighboring coun- 
ties, ag threatened, we have not 
heard of it, 

In the mean time with the men 
not working, families were cared 
for with necewsary food and cloth- 
ing but were not provided with 
money. Many familiea felt the 
need of cash and men wanted tv 
go to work and recently some ot 
those residing in Grayting  peti- 
tioned the village council to use 
ity efforts to get the work opened 
again. 

Accordingly last week Thursday 
the loca] welfare department sent 
out questionaires asking some of 
the men if they desired to begin 
wark the next Monday (Oct. 15th) 
to reply promptly. The response 
was so great that some of the pro- 
jeots were opened that day. 

According to Sheriff Bennett, 
Benroth tried to keep the men 
from working. And accordingly 
he planned to stage a strikere par- 
ade here yesterday. Sheriff Ben- 
nett’s prompt action and reply 
seems to have stepped any such 
proceedings and those men who 
desire to work should now be 
able to do so unmojested. 

It appears that nothing has 
come out of the strike that might 
be of advantage to the strikers. 
There has been no change in the 
local administration management 
and we understand there has been 
no increase in wages. Ag far as 
an equitable distribution of com- 
modities coming into the state for 
welfare purposes, we understand 
that Crawford county as well as 
all other counties, have always 
been equitably dealt with. 

We feel that 30¢ an hour for 
labor is hardly enough to meet 
the actual needs of the average 
family, and we believe that had 
thie matter been peacefully pre- 
sented to the administration and 
the men continued upon their jobs 
that an increase would have been 
granted. As it is many splendid 
citizens who desired to work, have 
been idle for nearly a month.

Hv 
claims that just as it is in many 
varieties of fruits, birda run in 
eycles and that he believes this is 
the declining of the bird cyele and 
that after another year or two 
birds will again be plentiful. 

Car) Mickelson is of the opin- 
jon that many birds are affecte: 
by lice and ticks and that the 

tursi remedy for those disease 
is no longer available and the 
birds die. In former years wher 
there were plenty of rotten log: 
and stumps in the woods the bird: 
would dust themselves in the fine 
ly powdered wood rot and that 
thig was nature’s remedy for lice 
and tick trouble. Both theorie: 
seem reasonable and quite likely 
both causes have contributed to 
the seareity of birds this season. 
Mr, Mickelson is a student of 
nature, especially with wild life 
and his opinions bear strong
